Nevertheleſs, that all men may be lefc without crcule who ſhall not hereaftercontain them- 
ſelves Within that modeſt and dutiful regard which they ought, His Majeſty hath thought 
fit, by the advice of His Council, to publil this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, And doth here- 
by foꝛewarn and ſtraightly Command all His Loving Subjects of what ſtate oz condition 
ſoever they be, from the Higheſt to the Loweſt, that they pꝛelume not hencefozth by any 
Waiting oz Speaking to utter 02 publilh any kalle Mews oz Repo2ts, oꝛ to intermeddle 
with the Affairs of State and Government, o2 with the perſons of any of His Majeſties 
Counlelloꝛs 02 Miniſters, in their common and oꝛdinary Diſcourſes, as they will anſwer the 
contrary at their utmoſt perils. And Whereas all bold and irreverent ſpeeches touching 
matters of this high nature are puniſhable not onely in the Speakers but the Hearers
